REQUEST FOR RECONSIDER ATION OF PETITION UNDER 37 C.RR. § 1,47 
1* Summary of the status of this application 

A petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 was filed on 22 June 2004, On 8 February 2005, the 
Office of Petitions mailed a ^DECISION REFUSING TO ACCORD STATUS UNDER 37 CFR 
1. 47(b)". The decision indicated that the petition lacked "proof that the non-signing 
inventor cannot be reached or refuses to sign the oath or declaration". 
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2. Proof that the inventor refuses to sign is now provided. 

On 28 April 2005, a package was sent via Federal Express to the inventor. This 
package included the attached letter (Exhibit A), the patent specification, the drawings, the 
declaration and the assignment for the present application. Exhibit B Is the tracking receipt 
for this package. Exhibit C is the updated tracking receipt showing that the package was 
successfully delivered to the inventor. 

On 6 May 2005, the undersigned spoke with the inventor on the phone for 
approximately 45 minutes. Exhibit D is a redacted version of a memorandum drafted by the 
undersigned immediately after the phone call. This memorandum summarizes the phone 
call. Page 2 of the memorandum states "He [the inventor] sard that since he gave 
Accenture so many of his ideas while working at Accenture he decided that after leaving the 
firm he wouldn't just assign patents over to Accenture," Page 3 states "The conversation 
with Michel [the inventor] was mostly Michel trying to explain his story on why he hasn't 
signed the documents.'' 

During the conversation, the inventor said that he would not sign the declaration and 
the assignment unless paid some additional amount of money, which he had not yet 
decided upon. The undersigned reminded the inventor that he has a duty to sign the 
declaration and the assignment under his employment agreement with Accenture. The 
inventor requested a copy of that agreement. Exhibit E is the e-mail message that the 
undersigned sent to the inventor later that same afternoon along with a copy of his 
employment agreement. 

On 1 July 2005, the undersigned sent a follow-up e-mail message to the inventor, 
Informing him that Accenture would reimburse him for reasonable out-of-pocket traveling 
expenses. The inventor was reminded that as w we discussed, there are a few papers that 
still need your signature. Would you now be willing to sign them for me?" This e-mail 
message is attached as Exhibit F. 

Exhibit G is an e-mail message the inventor sent on 13 July 2005. The Inventor said 
"I guess we are stalemated on this point [signing the documents] so, unless we can come 
up with some other way of cost/expense recover, I doubt if I will assign the remaining 
patents to Accenture." Although the inventor has used the word *doubt", it is clear from the 
word "stalemated", the long battle in seeking his signature, and from his phone
